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COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of the town of Sidney 
February 10, 1944 to February 10, 1945 

All receipts as issued were examined and found cor- 
rectly recorded in the cash book and the cash for same was 
deposited in the bank currently. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants drawn 
by the Selectmen. 

The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at 
the close of the municipal year. 

All recorded receipts on tax liens appeared to have been 
applied against the proper accounts. 

The trust fund investments were examined and all in- 
come withdrawn from the bank had been properly accounted 
for. 

The 1944 tax commitment was compared with the records 
of the Assessors and found to be in agreement. This com- 
mitment was accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer, 
abatements and tax liens, or was still unpaid as reflected on 
the records of the Collector. 

According to the records, payments received on prior 
years’ unpaid taxes appeared to have been applied against 
the proper accounts. 

Excise tax collections were checked and the. amounts 
specified had been deposited with the Treasurer. 

The records of the Selectmen were found to be in a satis- 
factory condition. 

Demand notes totaling $1,504.27 were taken illegally in 
1932 for taxes from the Eastern Music Camp which is now 
in bankruptcy. A reserve of 100% has been set up against 
this account. 

Mortgage notes totaling $408.80 were taken. on sale. of 
tax acquired property. The Esther Gifford note of $208.80 
became due May 2, 1987 and an earnest effort should be 
made toward its collection. 

It is recommended that all accounts receivable, notes and 
mortgages receivable deemed uncollectible be written off the 
town books in the 1945/46 year.

As the time is nearing when you will be preparing your 
town report, we are submitting the following statement rela- 
tive to the status of blister rust control work in your town. 

As you know, the cooperative blister rust control work 
performed in Sidney during the past several years was re- 
eradication. We are pleased to report that the appropria- 
tion made in 1945 enabled us to finish the work and place 
the greater part of the control area on a maintenance basis, 
i.e., no further work will be necessary for a considerable 
term of years. 

We wish to report that there is a large amount of white 
pine reproduction throughout the town, which if protected 
from fire, insects, and disease, will be of great value in the 
future, especially on lands that are taken out of cultivation. 
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In spite of the adverse labor situation in 1945, 4,263 acres 
were worked, from which 22,065 wild Ribes were destroyed, 
at a cost of $617.00 (Town $199.64, Fed. Gov. $417.36). 
This work was under the direct supervision of our Federal 

Agent, Mr. H. G. Bradbury, of Belfast. 

. We thank you for your fine spirit of cooperation, and trust 
that you will feel free to call on us for any information along 
forestry lines in the future.

Have we protected our children from communicable dis- 
eases? The State Bureau of Health through its Public 
Health Nursing Service has endeavored to help your com- 
munity to do these things; by teaching the principles of 
good health, physically, mentally and morally. Our staff is 
still depleted but we are trying to maintain these principles. 


It gives me pleasure to report the following activities for 
your town during the year 1945: 


16 days of Public Health Nursing Service has been ex- 
tended to your town. This includes home visits to expectant 
mothers, infants and preschool children. Also, all schools. 
have been visited. 


The yearly Tuberculin Testing in all schools and in some 
families was done this fall. Those having positive reactions 
were X-rayed and follow-up visits in the home to assist in 
future care is being carried on. Through this program one 
active case of tuberculosis was found. 

With the assistance of the local Health Officer, town of- 
ficials, and Superintendent of Schools, a series of three 
clinics for immunization against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and smallpox are being held. The first clinic in November 
had an attendance of 149. Two more will be held, one in 
January of 1946 and the last in February, 1946.

1. Organization of local Health Committee. | 


2. Child Health Conference, at least 3 yearly during the 
summer months. 
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3. Yearly tuberculin testing in all schools. 
4. Audiometer testing for hearing loss in all schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
Sidney: 


_ I consider it a privilege to present the annual report of 
the public schools of Sidney for the fiscal year ending Feb- 
ruary 9, 1946 as requested by the laws of this state. 
Organization. The same general administrative plan of 
last year has been in operation with six schools having been 


maintained. Three new teachers were assigned to the Lin- ~*~, 


coln, Longfellow, and Thayer’ S Cor ner Schools. Miss Myrtle 
years ey: Arner ce to the system. Miss Hunnewell, Mrs. 
Burton, and Mrs. Philbrick have continued to conduct ex- 
cellent schools under difficult conditions. 


Teacher procurement has proved to be most difficult for 
the past year. We have been fortunate in the fact that no 
position has been declared vacant since the opening of 
schools. We are faced with a real problem in providing 
_ living quarters for new teachers in the event that future 
vacancies occur. Strong teachers cannot be secured if 
boarding places are unavailable. With the supply of ele- 
mentary teachers so limited, no aspiring young woman who 
has spent four years in a teacher’s college, is going to accept 
a teaching position in a one teacher school where problems 
of drinking water, of keeping the stove going, of janitor 
work and sweeping, are thrust upon her. Consolidation 
with four or five teachers working and living together in 
the same home seems to be the solution. 

Registration. Enrollment for the fall term has shown a 
22 per cent increase over that of last year. Registration 
by grades and schools is presented in the following tables:

Conveyance. Problems in transportation this past term 
have been burdensome. Suitable conveyance and drivers — 
have been difficult to find. War time cost of modern vehicles 
has been beyond the budget of the School Department and 
private individuals. Large buses are not feasible at present 
until roads are enlarged and otherwise improved. Eventual- 
ly, municipal owned conveyance will solve our problems. It 
it hoped for the coming year that better arrangements and 
equipment may be secured. 


Consolidation. With the growing interest in the need 
for modernization of the Sidney school system, a series of 
sketches prepared under the direction of William O. Bailey 
of the State Department of Education have been inserted 
in this report. Because of the flexibility of their growth 
from a two room start to the completed building of five 
rooms, lunch room and library over a period of years, they 
seem ideal for the problem at hand. The structure might 
well be used as a memorial to World War II veterans. 
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Plan No. 1 would take care of the Middle Road pupils 
until such a time, in the judgment of town officials, an addi- 
tion could be constructed. Plan No. 2 would add one room 
and it is estimated that the building would then take care 
- of the pupils on two of the Sidney roads. The final addi- 
tions could be made when finances are available. As the 
place of the school grows in the town, and. it becomes the 
center of community life, additions may be found desirable 
for the satisfactory use of the building. These additions 
may be made by building on to the lunchroom as indicated 
in dotted lines on Sketch No. 3. When the lunch room par- 
tition is removed, there will be a general purpose room for a 
classroom-auditorium which will serve a multiple of school 
and community uses.

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Finance. The School Fund budget was maintained for 
the ensuing year with a balance of $483.87 despite rising 
costs of salaries, textbooks, supplies and conveyance. It 
was found necessary to purchase one second-hand bus for 
the middle road and this transaction was completed and 
fully paid for within the present fiscal year. The remain- 
ing two schools without electric lights were wired and the 
fixtures purchased and installed, fulfilling a tremendous 
need. Additional statistical information presented to the 
State Department of Education resulted in an increase in 
the Equalization subsidy to be paid to the town next De- 
cember. The grant will more than double the amount re- 
ceived this year. It will not be necessary to increase the 
appropriation in the School Fund Account. 

Income from the sale of two school houses increased the 
Special Account to an extent that the amount needed to be 
appropriated for this account may be reduced $100 over 
that of last year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to town 

officials, teachers, and interested citizens for their helpful 

suggestions. .
